STORY OF FORD'S FORTUNES

There was a date on which Henrj 
Ford could boast the largest month 
ly or annual income that any man 
ever had In the history of tin 
world an income exceeding ion 
millions per annum. And yet Henr> 
Ford Is not a billionaire, is never 
likely to be and today would not 
rank in the world as a man of com 
manding fortune, says the Wall 
Street Journal.

When the Ford Motor Co. wa> 
earning more than 1UU millions pel 
annum it repreuented less than 30u 
millions of real property, but mlglii 
have been sold to the public for twc, 
to three times this sum.

Of late the Ford Company has 
had no profit from the outturn of 
motors, but it has a pretty steady 
Income of two millions a mouth 
from supplying replacement parts

The income of Henry Ford wen! 
back into uneconomic expansion ol 
the business, and control of mineral 
/ands, timber lands and transporta­ 
tion.

the largest economic error 
rd commitleed was in buying 

his partners at high prices. Mr. 
Ford at one time owned only 58 
per cent of the stock. The Dodge 
brothers had 10 per cent; Anderson 
and Rackham, 10 per cent; the 
Gray estate, 10 per cent, and Jas. 
Couzens and sister, 12 per cent.

The company was then turning 
out more than 700,000 automobiles 
per annum, for which it received 
from distributing agents not far 
from $210,000,000, or about $300 
per car, of which more than one- 
third was profit. The company had 
$52,000,000 cash in something like 
58 banks throughout the country, 
and right ahead was a business ol 
a million cars per month.

As Ford and hla partners disa­ 
greed and as the courts had made 
him divide $19,000,000 cash that 
he wanted- to invest in blast fur­ 
naces and foundries, U looked a 
simple transaction to pay $18,000,- 
000 for all the minority stock.

This waa accomplished In 1919 by 
floating a loan through Boston fin­ 
ancial Interests. Some $25,000,OOQ 
or $30,000,000 of this loan still re­ 
mains and may be renewed for the 
sixth time next month. This month 
Mr. Ford must pay Uncle Sam $11,- 
000,000 as one-quarter of his $-14,- 
000,000 taxes on 1920 business.

If Mr. Ford's partner had pre­ 
vailed In preventing his expansion 
Kiito fields the domain of the Ford 
Motor Co. and had kept their shares 
Mr. Ford would be a very rich man 
today Instead of a heavy debtor to 
both the government and financial 
Interests.

Touay his total fortune could not 
well be estimated as high as $300,- 
000,000 and practically all of it Is 
believed to be Iti the Ford enter­ 
prise and Mr. Ford's expansion 
thereof.

Mr. Ford has now shipped out 
100,000 of the motors that had ac 
cumulated on his hands when he 
closed down Dec. 2-J and has appar­ 
ently discovered that thjire Is no 
money lii running the Ford factory 
w\h reduced output. Therefore the 
wlmels have begun to turn again 
with plans for an output of 3000 
curs a day or near the maximum 
capacity. Already a dally output of 
2000 cars hau been attained with 
20 per cent reduction In wages and 
Iiicreuiied* efficiency.

The spring season should lie a 
good shipping season and the num­ 
ber of weeks that the Ford Motor 
Co. can operate at maximum capac­ 
ity and ship out from Detroit win 
be watched with the keenest In- 
terust.

Success will be welcome as a fa­ 
vorable augury not only for the mo­ 
tor Industry, but for every line of 
business from farm productlou to 
bleel fabrication.
